Applicants submit herewith a copy of a facsimile letter 
received from ATCC Patent Depository showing the deposit of 
pFlV under the Budapest Treaty for the Purposes of Patent 
Procedure on May 2, 2003, given accession no. PTA-5175, and 
found viable when tested. Applicants hereby declare that the 
deposit has been accepted by an International Depository 
Authority under the provisions of the Budapest Treaty, that 
all restrictions upon public access to the deposit will be 
irrevocably removed upon the grant of a patent on this 
application and that the deposit will be replaced if viable 
samples cannot be dispensed by the depository. Applicants 
further state that the construct pFlV described in the 
specification as filed is the same as that deposited in the 
depository. Applicants believe that they have satisfied the 
deposit requirements and hence the description requirements.
